House Passage.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 28— 
A proposed constitutional amend- 
ment to give the St. Louis County 
Council broader powers in mu- 
nicipalities. as well, as in unin- 
corporated areas was reported 
favorably by the Senate Judici- 
ary Committee yesterday. It has 
been passed by the House. 

Senator John J. Johnson 
(Dem.), Affton, said he believed 
the Senate would act on the 
measure in time for House ap- 
proval of two corrective amend- 
ments before the Friday dead- 
line. 

The Senate committee action 
followed a final hearing at which 
representatives of St Louis 
County Municipal League and 
the County League of Fire Pro- 
tection Districts spoke in oppo- 
sition. 

Complains of Ambiguity. 

Roy W. Bergmann, represent- 
ing both organizations, told the 
committee the fire districts had 
considered the proposal and 
found some of the language 
ambiguous. “‘They believe,”’ he 
said, “that the proposal might 
give the county government pow- 
ers which would threaten the 
fire districts very life.’’ 

He said the municipal league 
had gone on record almost 
unanimously in opposition to the 
proposal. ‘“‘We can’t take it the 
way it is,” he said. “It would 
give the county’ tremendous 
power.” 

He contended that municipali- 
ties had not been consulted and 
the additional powers ‘‘could be 
tremendously costly.” 

Mayor Leo A. Hayes of Wells- 
ton told the committee he was 
opposed to the constitutional 
change because it had _ been 
“handled in such a poor man- 
ner.’’ He said that five-sevenths 
of the county’s population, re- 
siding in municipalities, would 
have to pay for additional serv- 
ices contemplated without re- 
ceiving any benefits. 

Fred Joseph, legislative rep- 
resentative of the County Coun- 
cil and County Supervisor 
James H. J. McNary, said there 
had been consultation with the 
municipalities. He said there 
had been many meetings be- 
tween the council and members 
of the Municipal League. The 
council is 100 per cent behind 
the proposal, he said. 

The pending measure is of- 
fered by Representative Patrick 
J. Hickey (Dem.), St. Ann, as 
a substitute compromise. It 
omits three major powers Origi- 
nally sought by the council and 
adds’ two new ones. It omits 
police jurisdiction, planning and 
zoning, and building construc- 
tion, and adds civil defense and 
public transportation. 

It would give the county broad 
authority in the fields of public 
health and safety, parks and rec- 
reation, arterial highways, gar- 
bage and refuse disposal, civil 
defense, water . pply and public 
transportation. 

If finally approved by the Leg- 
islature the proposed constitu- 
tional change would be sub 
mitted to state voters at the gen- 
eral election in November 1962 or 
at a special election called earlier 
by the Governor. 

The Senate passed a proposed 
constitutional amendment for es- 
tablishment of a permanent 


legislative committee to review | 


rules and regulations of all ad- 
ministrative agencies. The pro- 
posal was approved previously 
in the House. 

Training Scnool Bill. 

A House-approved bill to per 
mit inmates of the state train- 
ing schoo] for boys at Boonville 
to work in state parks was 
passed by the Senate yesterday 
and now goes to the Governor. 

The Senate passed and sent to 
the Governor today a House- 
approved bill under which the 
St. Louis Armory would be 
turned over to the state. 

The measure, passed by a vote 
of 30 to 0, was sponsored by the 
City Administration.

It in- 
volves the direct responsibilitis 
and commitments of the United 
States, the United Kingdom 
and France.

To Save Families 
There is a problem affecting 
many children to which the general 
public has given little attention. I 
refer to the community’s apparent 
lack of respect for a child's right to 
grow up in his own home. 

Let us take public assistance in 
St. Louis. 
not eligible for assistance no matter 
how great his family’s need. And, 
of coursé, the unemployed fathers 
with woefilly inadequate income 
have no place to which they can 
turn. Eve the possibility.of limit- 
ing family Size_js-rfade both practi- 
cally and emotionally difficult by 
vocal and powerful elements in the 
community. 

In order to keep the family from 
starving some men finally give up 
and leave. The wife may later apply 
for Aid to Dependent Children, but 
the family’s problems have now 
been permanently increased. Now 
we have a broken family with all 
the economic and social deprivation 
that this status brings. 


The problem of housing is another 
{mportant one parents face. With 
no wages or very inadequate wages, 
families have no choice in housing. 
They must take what they can get. 
Public housing is very elusive. 
Father must not earn too much or 
too little or out he goes. Most of 
what he goes to is inadequate by 
the city’s own standards or out of 
reach because of high rent. Those 
with the right amount of income 
for public housing may not be eligi- 
ble because the children may be 
illegitimate. 


There is no purpose here to criti- 
cize anyone. But it sometimes ap- 
pears that the family needing serv- 
ice has been left out in the cold. 
Even with full awareness of all the 
difficulties, isn’t it worth enough in 
present costs, human unhappiness 
and future costs for all the agen- 
cies serving families to come to- 
gether to work out ways of meeting 
the needs of families?

Music Is an Asset 

In your recent article on the 
plight of the St. Louis Symphony 
the failure of the business communi- 
ty to give adequate support to the 
orchestra is attributed to ‘‘St. Louis 
conservatism.”

Big Pipe-Dream 


A scheme to divert most of the Missouri 
river over a wide swath of North Dakota, 
principally for irrigation, and recapture the 
unconsimed remainder, has been revived 
after a lapse of a decade, and President Ken- 
nedy has given it his blessing, which we sug- 
gest he should reconsider. 

This project, dreamed up 20 years ago by 
the Reclamation Bureau when it was fighting 
the Army Engineers for control of the Mis- 
souri river development, was to have lifted 
three fourths of the Missouri’s flow 100 feet 
over the divide to the Souris River basin, and 
create a man-made river bigger than the Yel- 
lowstone and longer than the Wabash. More 
than a million acres were to be irrigated. In 
addition, two lakes were to be restored, the 
ground water of a vast area replenished, the 
water supplies of 19 cities and towns in three 
states augmented, and three rivers flushed 
for sanitation.

A study and report of the project area at 
the North Dakota Agricultural College in 
1950 found that half a million acres were 
unfit for irrigation. It appeared at that time 
that the project was consequently defunct. 
But now, in a modified version, it is under- 
going Senate Interior subcommittee hearings. 
The price tag currently put on it is $183,000,- 
000, though as long as 11 years ago the orig- 
inal estimate of $160,000,000 had been jacked 
up to between $400,000,000 and $500,000,000, 
and construction costs have done anything 
but decrease since then. In the present plan 
“jnitial” irrigation of 250,000 acres is pro- 
posed. 

If the initial area turned out to be all the 
irrigable land in the project area, the cost 
would figure out to $732 an acre even on the 
estimate now being advanced. On the esti- 
mate computed in 1950 it would be $1600 an 
acre or upwards. Even if twice the proposed 
initial acreage could be irrigated—and we 
would have to see some pretty solid evidence 
to be convinced that it could—the costs of 
construction alone, to say nothing of opera- 
tion, would be very high. The Bureau of the 
Budget, which had opposed the project as 
economically unjustifiable, now supports it, 
reflecting President Kennedy’s views. But it 
has submitted no formal report, which leads 
us to suspect that it is still at a loss to sub- 
stantiate its support with figures.

We have every sympathy with North Da- 
kota’s ambitions in the Missouri-Souris diver- 
sion project. No state in the Missouri Basin 
would deserve it more if it were feasible. 
North Dakota has given up more than 500,000 
acres of its richest farmlands for reservoirs 
in the Missouri river development so that 
other states of the basin may profit from 
flood control, electric power production, irri- 
gation and navigation. It is currently in the 
grip of a severe drouth. It desperately needs 
the stabilizing effect of sound irrigation on 
its economy. 

Nevertheless, the harsh but inescapable 
fact, as we see it, is that the diversion project 
is economically unfeasible. It would also 
intensify an acute and chronic deficiency of 
water in the Missouri river system to supply 
both electric power and a navigation channel. 

The Missouri-Souris diversion project has, 
in fact, been very much of a pipe-dream from 
the inception, lit up to curry North Dakota’s 
favor for the Reclamation Bureau’s original 
plans instead of those of the Army Engineers, 
before their merger. 

We trust that the Senate subcommittee will 
take a hard-headed view of this grandiose 
and expensive proposal before arriving at a 
recommendation. A fiasco on the scale of the 
Missouri-Souris would do no good for North 
Dakota nor for the cause of irrigation in the 
entire subhumid Great Plains. 


Zooming and Creeping 


The desire to go with utmost speed to dis- 
tant places seems never satisfied. The latest 
jet airliners fly passengers between the 
world’s capitals at 600 miles an hour and the 
Federal Aviation Agency expects 2000-mile- 
an-hour airliners within 12 years. Military 
planes make 1600 miles an hour but last week 
the X-15 experimental plane hit a speed of a 
mile a second. The American astronauts are 
expected to orbit the earth within a few 
months at 18,000 miles an hour but the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Administration 
predicted last week that within 20 years they 
will be traveling at 500,000 miles an hour to 
distant planets. 

The only thing that puts the brake on all 
this emphasis on zooming and zipping through 
sky and space is a small bit of news from New 
York’s American Museum of Natural History. 
The curator of its shell collection, after send- 
ing 200 snails down a calibrated runway, has 
discovered just how fast a snail’s pace is. It 
is 24.7 feet an hour or .005 miles an hour. And 
it is sort of pleasant to know that some travel- 
ing is done that slowly. 


Where Politicians Kill Jobs 


The inefficiency of patronage-ridden local 
government in St. Clair county, as reported by 
Carl R. Baldwin in our news columns, may 
help explain why so much prime industrial 
acreage in that county remains undeveloped. 
Few manufacturers can remain competitive 
if they have to take on the heavy burden of 
supporting a whole complex of wasteful and 
self-indulgent local governments. So they 
steer clear of St. Clair county. 

One of the points made in the Arthur D. 
Little Co.’s unflattering appraisal of Metro- 
politan St. Louis’s economic future was that 
the proposed 3000-acre Columbia Bottoms in- 
dustrial park on the Missouri side ought to be 
unnecessary. Plenty of good land at competi- 
tive prices stood vacant on the East Side. St. 
Clair county had more available acreage than 
any other unit in the whole metropolitan 
area, some 21,700 acres, or the equivalent of 
seven Columbia Bottoms. 

At 10 jobs to the acre, which is about the 
ratio prevailing at one of the East Side’s 
largest and most efficient industrial com- 
plexes, St. Clair edunty has sufficient land 
available. to permit the creation of better than 


210,000 Aew jobs for people on both sides of 


‘the Mississippi. But an investment of several 
thousand dollars is:required to create each 
such opportunity. And who is going to put 
that kind of money into a community that has 
permitted a coalition of Democrats and Repub- 
licans o set up a one-party machine that eats 
up tax s faster than they can be collected? 
Nobody. Which surely must be one of the 


compelling reasons that so much St. Clair 
county industrial acreage has gone begging. 
The politicians are doing much more than liv- 
ing off local government; they are suffocating 
the growth of one of the metropolitan area’s 
most important componerts. 


An Ill Wind at Sea 


If there is anything to be gained from the 
maritime strike it is the opportunity presented 
to President Kennedy to seek revision of those 
features of the Taft-Hartley Act which have 
proved ineffective. Mr. Kennedy does not 
like the injunction procedures of the act, and 
he has taken steps to invoke them only be- 
cause the strike, if it continues, will threaten 
the national health and safety. 


The modifications in the law Mr. Kennedy 
is likely to present to Congress soon will be 
based on his feeling that the Government 
should have greater flexibility in dealing with 
big national work stoppages. Taft-Hartley 
provides a rigid formula that does not neces- 
sarily lead to a conclusion. Mr. Kennedy 
thinks the President should have several al- 
ternative weapons at his disposal. 


One improvement he favors is a provision 
allowing boards of inquiry to recommend 
terms of settlement. Such boards are now 
prohibited by statute from making recommen- 
dations; thus the board which is to report 
Friday on the shipping strike can only offer 
findings of fact. Mr. Kennedy thinks that if 
such boards could recommend settlements the 
prestige of the White House and public opin- 
ion could be used to bring pressure on the 
parties to the controversy. 


President Kennedy has always opposed com- 
pulsory arbitration, a method of settlement 
that also was opposed by the late Senator Taft 
on the ground that such a procedure would 
mean wage-fixing, which would lead to price- 
fixing, which would lead to federal control of 
industry. However, there might be circum- 
stances in which the threat of compulsory ar- 
bitration would be productive. For example, 
if the Government had several alternative 
procedures and could maintain doubt as to 
which it intended to invoke, the disputants 
would be stimulated to bargain intensively in 
the expectation of a more satisfactory settle- 
ment than they could obtain under compulsion. 


There surely should be more adequate ma- 
chinery for placing the facts of complex dis- 
putes before the public in understandable 
form. Fact-finders have often been timid in 
presentation, lest their facts take on the color 
of recommendations. The maritime strike is 
particularly complicated. It involves five ma- 
jor unions and a struggle between two of 
them, the National Maritime Union and the 
Seafarers International Union, as well as na- 
tional policy in the support of our merchant 
marine. The Federal Government is directly 
involved through its system of subsidies. 


The Administration, through Secretary of 
Labor Goldberg, formerly counsel for the 
AFL-CIO, entered the strike picture promptly. 
Last week Mr. Goldberg proposed a 60-day 
recess, which the unions rejected because they 
thought it might be topped with an 80-day 
Taft-Hartley injunction. So. Mr. Kennedy was 
forced to take the first step toward an injunc- 
tion, and if the union leadership is enlight- 
ened it will not force him to take the second. 
A prolonged deadlock might prompt Congress 
to enact harsher laws than anyone really 
wants. 


The New Election Board 


Governor Dalton’s appointment of a new 
St. Louis Election Board is as welcome as it is 
somewhat belated. The mixed record of the 
old Board provided justification enough for 
the Governor to have named four new Elec- 
tion Commissioners several months ago. We 
refer in particular to the old Board’s slip- 
shod inquiry into alleged voting irregularities 
at the August primary. 

Democrat James E. Crowe has been named 
to head the new Board, with Herman Willer, 
also an attorney, as the other Democratic 
member of that bipartisan body. The two 
Republicans are Arthur K. Atkinson, a retired 
railroad executive, and E. Kenneth Hagemann, 
a broker. They are taking on an important 
civic duty, and it is in the city’s best interest 
that they turn in top-flight performances. May 
they measure up to the demanding standards 
of their new jobs. 


Pilot Age and Safety 


The Air Line Pilots Association, which for 
18 months has been fighting the rule that air- 
line pilots must retire at the age of 60, should 
now give up that fight. The Supreme Court 
and Najeeb E. Halaby, the new Federal Avia- 
tion Agency head, last week upheld the regu- 
lation made by Elwood R. Quesada when he 
was FAA chief. 


When Mr. Halaby took over last March he 
promised ALPA that he would review some 
of his predecessor’s rulings, including age-60 
retirement. Since then the International Civil 
Aviation Organization, representing airlines 
of many nations, has tacitly approved 60 as the 
cut-off age while some countries have favored 
an even lower age. What this means is that 
there is no disputing the fact that some pro- 
gressive deterioration of physiological and 
psychological functions normally occurs as a 
person enters the 50s, The FAA age-60 rule 
recognizes this and so enhances public safety. 


Resolved, Nothing 


Republican legislators can hardly be blamed 
for poking political fun at a resolution for a 
code of ethics for state officials. Gov. Dalton 
made conflict-of-interest legislation one of his 
main campaign points. Yet with the session 
drawing to a close, all that ‘the Democratic 
Legislature has given him is this one measure 
that carries no enforcement provision. By it 
the legislators only acknowledge that it is 
wrong to do some things that some of them 
and some other state officers have been wont 
to do in the past, and may still continue to do 
without much fear of retribution. 


At this point the only way for the Legisla- 
ture to salvage anything meaningful from the 
conflict-of-interest program is to pass the lob- 
by registration bill, now dormant in the Sen- 
ate. If the legislators do not wish to proscribe 
their own conduct, they can at least make the 
activities of lobbyists a matter of public in- 
formation, But lobbyists have a way with 
the Legislature. Even this relatively minor 
action would require a strong push from Gov. 
Dalton, Otherwise, his conflict program will be 
left as empty as most New Year’s resolutions. 
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View From a Small Compartment 
Pulitzer Prize-Winning Georgia Editor Calls for Defense of Law and Judiciary

in a Harvard University Address 


Seventy-two years ago, in 1889, the 
editor of The Atlanta Constitution, 
Henry W. Grady, spoke in Boston at 
the annual dinner of the Merchants 
Association. The problem of race, he 
said, “is . . . so bound up in our hon- 
orable obligation to the world that we 
would not disentangle it if we could.” 

“I would rather see my people render 
back this question rightly solved,” said 
Grady, “‘than to see them gather all 
the spoils over which faction has con- 
tended since Cata- 
line conspired and 
Caesar fought.” 

Almost three- 
of quarters of a cen- 
tury have passed, 
since Grady spoke 
in Boston. The echo 
of Alabama’s mobs 
and others that preceded them are in 
our ears and on our conscience. They 
are not the real face of the South, 
though our weakness is that we have 
permitted them to seem to be. 

We are engaged in a struggle to do 
by law and the courts what men of 
free will have not been able, or will- 
ing, to do by themselves. 

Historians have noted that our revo- 
lution, long before the fighting began 
at Lexington, was engineered by men 
who knew the law, men whose minds 
moved not in terms of violence and 
quick results, but in terms of law and 
the courts and the reasoned disciplined 
action that lies behind the law and the 
courts. Since the greatest social re- 
form of our time is being implemented 
by courts, they and the legal profes- 
sion inescapably are a focus of atten- 
tion. 


In the past 20 years, but more par- 
ticularly since the United States Su- 
preme Court decision of May, 1954, the 
leadership of the Southern Bar has not 
lived up to its responsibility. It was 
not until the spring of 1960 that the 
Georgia Bar Association heard one of 
its members publicly state the truth 
about necessary compliance with deci- 
sions of the court. Nor was his heart 
lifted up by the considerable number 
of fellow members who’ later came to 
him to express appreciation and to say 
they wished they could have said what 
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The Great Game of How-Not-To 
he did. ‘My clients do not want to be 
in controversy,” they told him. 

To this day, insofar as I can deter- 
mine, not a single Southern state Bar 
association has gone on record with a 
resolution or declaration of court sup- 
port which would have provided the 
people with an alternative to the ped- 
dlers of defiance. Only one city Bar 
association in the South, (Atlanta’s), 
has made a public statement affirming 
the validity of court orders as they 
apply to schools. 

While the Bar associations in the 
South were silent, individual attorneys 
described glowingly by the segrega- 
tionist press as ‘‘Constitutional authori- 
ties,” were publicly and slanderously 
denouncing the federal judiciary and 
assuring a troubled and indecisive pub- 
lic that the United States Supreme 
Court’s school decision was not legal, 
did not have the force of law, and was 
communistically inspired. That this 
stoked the fires of violence is unques- 
tioned. 

One of the saddest aspects of the 
Southern race problem has been that 
Governors have, by plan, had lawyers 
join with them in statements which 
deliberately deceived the people by 
distorting, and falsifying, the facts and 
the Constitution. One reluctantly con- 
cludes all concerned know better. And 
some of them, in private, are men 
deeply ashamed of themselves. 

I do not, of course, mean to suggest 
that Bar associations, or lawyers, 
should have agreed with the court on 


Between Book Ends Quiet Echo 


THE BROTHERHOOD OF THE RED 
POPPY. by Henri Troyat, (Simon 
and Schuster, 281 pgs., $4.50.) 


The youngest member of the French 
Academy, who has been writing the 
interesting series of novels about a 
modern French family, “‘The Seed and 
the Fruit,” now with his latest volume 
to be translated into English turns to 
the realm of historical fiction with the 
first book in a group to be called “‘The 
Light of the Just.” The settings of this 
opening installment are the author’s 
adopted city, Paris, and his native 
land, Russia, and the time is the Na- 
poleonic wars. 

Napoleon, however, is only offstage 
thunder in this first book, which con- 
cerns the lives of smaller people. Lt. 
Nikolai Ozeroff, of the Imperial Rus- 
sian Army, is billeted in an aristocratic 
Parisian mansion during the 1814 occu- 
pation and meets the daughter of the 
house, the young widow Sophie, daugh- 
ter of the Count de Lambrefoux. When 
Sophie, an ardent Bonapartist and 
member of the underground Red Poppy 
movement, realizes that she is falling 
in love with Nikolai, she freezes up, 
and after Napoleon is shipped to Elba 
poor Nikolai returns to Russia without 
her, But when historical necessity 


brings him back the next year, Sophie 
thaws like the snows in a Russian 
spring, and Nikolai marries her and 
brings her back to confront some new 
difficulties in his primitive land. 

The historical research has been 
done with expertness, and the times 
are brightly alive even if the people in 
the story always aren’t. Just now, 
amid the advance-guard triumphs of 
the French novel, ‘‘The Brotherhood of 
the Red Poppy” seems a rather dim 
echo of the past, essentially a nine- 
teenth century novel, one that skips 
over recent techniques to turn back to 
a synthetic imitation of Tolstoy and 
Balzac. There are many rewarding 
passages in this book, but for the most 
part it is gravely quiet and not very 
exciting. Harry T. Moore

A national public philosophy, includ- 
ing the morality of our problem of 
race, held in common by American 
business, would have prevented eco- 
nomic losses, social disorders, and bit- 
terness. In this day of specialization, 
every branch of learning, including the 
law, is indeed divided into tight small 
compartments. This, I think, explains 
a part of the dilemma of lawyers. One 
of the tightest compartments is repre- 
senting business clients and it is per- 
haps inevitable that lawyers should 
take on the neutral coloration of thein 
clients, 

Our kind of national community, 
therefore, depends partially on law but 
in a larger measure on the private 
decisions of millions of people. Our 
government has a limited authority but 
within these limits it must be obeyed. 
Large areas however are left open 
for private action and choice. If a 
free society is to reach an established 
goal, across the board, it must do so 
to a great extent through individual 
decisions. This freedom implies a 
moral responsibility. This responsi- 
bility is that of free business, a free 
press, free labor, free civic groups, a 
free Bar, and free men. If free Ameri- 
cans do not act responsibly, our na- 
tion suffers, particularly in comparison 
with monolithic states where an estab- 
lished policy is quickly translated into 
practice. 

The whole system of law would be 
undermined if decisions unacceptable 
to one side should not in fact be ac- 
cepted. The failure to accept a deti- 
sion and to abide by the result, if 
widely practiced, would quickly under- 
mine society. If decisions of the high- 
est court, because they were unaccept- 
able to litigants and partisans, were 
disobeyed, no will, no contract, no 
pension right, no insurance policy 
would be safe or secure. 

Organized society as we know it would 
be impossible and people would have 
to come to rely on private force as a 
final arbiter of legal disputes. This 
would return society to a state in 
which might was right, no person was 
safe, and no right was secure.

(AP)—Branch Rickey. father of 
baseball’s farm system and one 
of the sport’s most eloquent 
spokesmen. was réported resting 
comfortably today after his sec- 
ond heart attack in three years. 

The 79-year-old former general 
manager of St. Louis, Brookivn 
and Pittsburgh suffered a seri: 
ous heart attack yesterday at his 
summer home on an island 94 
miles southwest of here. He had 
been in Canada at his private 
lishing island for several weeks. 

Rickey, who severed his last 
connection with baseball when 
the proposed Continental League 
disbanded last year, was stricken 
at his home in Fox Chapel, Pa., 
in 1958 and hospitalized for sev- 
eral weeks 


At the Sudbury hospital, Dr 
J. A. Henry said Rickey had 
“quite a heart attack.”’ Dr. J. 


W. Stirbridge said the patient is 
“under treatment and his imme- 
diate condition is satisfactory.” 
The hospital reported he was 
“resting comfortably.”’ 

It was reported he probabiv 
would remain in “the hospital 
about three weeks 

Rickey was placed in an oxv- 
gen tent last night, but hospital 
authorities said this was normal 
procedure and that his condition 
had not become worse. Rickev’s 
wife and daughter visited him 
briefly 

Rickey suffered a tragic blow 
April 10 when his son, 47-year-old 
Branch Jr., died. Branch Jr. had 
been vice president of the Pi- 
rates in charge of minor league 
farm clubs, remaining on the job 
after his father left the organi- 
zation. 

Rickey, who built the Cardinal 
and Dodger baseball dynasties 
with elaborate farm systems, 
stepped down at Pittsburgh after 
failing to produce a pennant win- 
ner during his tenure.

Research along 
these lines costs millions of 
dollars each year and, if they 
prove their worth, they are 
placed on the market for the 
sportsmen’s enjoyment. 

Continuous tests are made to 
correlate the weight of the lead 
with the number of drams of 
powder necessary for its proper 
propulsion... Fishing lures which 
have that extra wiggle or per- 
haps a more lifelike movement 
than their predecessors are 
placed on sale. The advertising 
promotion of these shells and 
lures costs the companies thou- 
sands of dollars. 

Unfortunately, hunting cloth- 
ing that is manufactured with 
the intent of durability, plus 
safety to the wearer, has not 
been given the attention it de- 
serves. Of course, such cloth- 
ing can be given only limited 
field tests to find out whether 
its coloration will distinguish 
the wearer from all other crea- 
tures or make him resemble 
those that might be roaming 
the woods.

The use of red 
will be discontinued, Section 32 
of the Game and Fisheries Act 
was amended and now reads: 
“A person while hunting big 
game shall wear a complete | 
Outer suit and cap of such 
color or kind as may be pre- 
scribed in the regulation for 
that purpose.”’ 

C. H. Witney, Manitoba’s 
mines and natural resources 
minister, said that the game 
branch of his department had 
been experimenting to find the 
safest color possible. He said, 
“All white has been selected 
as the hunting dress . . . as it 


had been. chosen by over 90 | 


per cent of the hunters them- 
selves and it is felt to be a 
safer color than red.” 

It is doubtful that any of 
the big game states in this 
country can, by legislative act 


or by act of their game com- | 
missions, set forth what color | 


must be worn by the hunters 
when in the field. If they could, 
and white would be chosen, a 
heavy blanket of snow would 
be a near calamity. All of the 
colors seem to have some dis- 
advantages and none will ever 
be comnuiany: satisfactory,

Plan Bonus 
Legislation 


CHICAGO, June 28 (AP)—lIn 
a short joint meeting yesterday 
the two major baseball leagues 
decided on an overall program 
which would curtail excessive | 
bonuses, streamline minor league | 
clubs and build for the future. | 

In reviewing the joint session, | 
commissioner Ford Frick said | 
it would take ten years to put | 
the leagues’ houses in order. But | 
he said the bonus problems and | 
the minor league organizations | 
could be worked out. ) 

Frick said the 1962 All-Star | 
game had been awarded to the 
Washington Senators. He added 
that any decision to continue the | 
new practice holding two All-Star | 
games will be made at a meeting 
of player representatives and 
league owners in December. 

The commissioner said he will 
appoint a committee to draw up 
a plan for bonus legislation. The 
committee, Frick said, will be 
made up of two owners and four 
general managers from each 

|league. Frick said he will make | 
suggestions to the committee, 
but he added: “I guarantee this 
will be a working committee 
with its own ideas.” 

In regard to the minor leagues, 
Frick said he would like a plan 
to guarantee enough teams to 
supply talent to 20 major league | 
baseball clubs. | 

One baseball official said he 
thought 14 or so minor league 
clubs would be sufficient, includ- 
ing two each at levels AAA, AA 
and A, and four teams at the 
class B and class C levels. 

As for expansion beyond the 
two 10-team leagues which will 
be operating by 1962, Frick said: 
‘The owners agreed that if and 
when we expand further, all 
clubs will work together rather 
than gallop around on their 
own.” |

MARROSO WAS GIVEN a re 
ceipt ‘which read Received of 
Sam Marrosoa, 265 Ohio turnpike 
bonds to be delivered to Sam 
Marroso upon request.”’ 

Next morning the bonds were 
sent to the Bank of Miami Beach 
for safekeeping and five days 
later Marroso picked them up 
and took them to Nassau and 
the Bahamas bank. 

Green said that he personally 
escorted Marroso through Nas- 
sau customs with the bonds, 
then turned them over to Ross 
and Co., a broker, for 
sale 


The 


Nassau 


debentures were sold to 
Cutter-Bennett of New York, 
which turned them over un- 
opened to Grace Na:ional Bank. 


There an officer called in a 
printer who pronounced the 
bonds counterfeit. 

Since Ross and Co. had not 


yet turned the money over to 
(Guarantee Trust in the Bahamas, 
it was refunded to the bankers 
in New York and SanSoucie 
never received payment. It was 
shortly after this that SanSoucie 
crashed when flying his own air- 


plane. 
The mystery remains as to 
how a high Teamster officer 


happened to be handling hot, 
counterfeit bonds. ‘The Federal 
Bureau of Investigation still isn’t 
sure whether SanSoucie or Mar- 
roso originally acquired the 
bonds. Marroso, who has a police 
record, isn’t talking 

Green claims he received all 
his instructions concerning the

BEZIERS, heeds June 28 
(AP) — The French railways 
temporarily suspended all trains 
in this part of southern France 
today after rioting farmers 
blocked traffic and clashed with 
police.

WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP) 
~The Internal Service alleged 
today that Earl C. Clements, 
former Kentucky Governor and | 
United States Senator, appro-| 
priated ‘$147,000 in political funds 
for his own use. 

The revénue service contends 
Clements, a Democrat, owes 
$183,461 in income taxes for i948 
through 1956. The agency is also 
trying to collect $107,827. in fraud 
penalties. 

In a document filed with the 
United States Tax Court, IRS 
said Clements and his wife, 
Sara, held $147,000 in cash at the 
end of 1950. It said this repre- 
sented ‘‘funds received in con- 
nection with their political ac- 
tivities and used for their per- 
sonal benefit.”’ 

Clements was elected to the 
Senate in 1950 after serving 
three years as governor. He re- 
mained in the Senate until de- 
feated for re-election in 1956 by 
Republican Senator Thruston 
Morton. 

Clements, now a resident of 
Morganfield, Ky., has denied the 
IRS tax claim. He has filed a 
counter-claim for a tax refund 
of $2520. 


IRS, in its tax court filing, 
contended that Clements. be- 
tween 1949 and 1956, invested 


more than $120,000 in marketable 
stocks and bonds, plus $31,000 in 
United States savings bonds. 

It gave these figures in an 
attempt to reconstruct for the 
court the increase in the assets 
of Clements and his wife in those 
years. 

IRS said Clements had a net 
worth of $32,600 at the beginning 
of 1948, when he entered the 
governorship, and $404,600 at the 
end of 1956, when he left the 
Senate. 

In the nine years, Clements re- 
ported total income of $114,469. 
IRS asserts he should have re- 
ported $478,750.

[U.S. Education Chief Deplores 
Fascist Trend in Fight on Reds 2".

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., June; 
28 — The United States is facing 
a “resurgence of civic distrust 
in the form of various kinds of 
fascism,”’ Sterling M. McMurrin, 
United States Commissioner of 
Education, told the National Ed- 
ucation Association yesterday. 

McMurrin termed it ‘“‘a most 
unfortunate thing’ that many 
Americans could be persuaded 
that to stand up against com- 
munism the nation had to turn 
toward fascism. 

Two basic and valuable funda- 
mentals of American public ed- 
ucation, McMurrin said at the 
N.E.A.’s annual] Meeting, are its 
universal and democratic as- 
pects, and the quality of academ- 
ic freedom. 

“I think academic freedom is 
as real, as important and worth 
cultivating in our secondary and 
elementary schools, and for that 
matter, in the kindergartens, as 
in colleges and universities,”’ he 
said. 

He urged that the nation turn 
a deaf ear to those who would 
reorganize American education 
along aristocratic, essentially 
non-democratic lines. The schools 
can and should be improved 
without sacrificing democracy, 
he said. 

As for academic freedom, Mc- 
Murrin said he believed all ed- 
ucators should be loyal Amer- 
icans. However, he said it was 
unwise to permit loyalty to be 


i defined by people who did not 


recognize the gravity of the na- 
tion’s predicament, either at 
‘home or abroad. 
| “The day of our local isolation 
and our national isolation is end- 
ed,”” he said, ‘“‘and unless we 
/recognize that isolation is ended 
we are likely to face destruction 
of our society and culture.”’ 
McMurrin said the task of 
public education in maintaining 
'a high ideal of intellectual and 
academic freedom applied also 
to private education, which has 
essentially the same objectives. 
Speaking without notes to a 
joint session of the N.E.A. and 
the National Congress of Parents 
|and Teachers, McMurrin talked 
in somber vein. Most Americans, 
he said, simply do not realize 
‘“‘what we are up against’’ in the 
race with Soviet Russia. 
McMurrin dwelt on the deter- 
mination and drive being shown 
by communist - dominated na- 
tions, 
racy’s assumption of righteous- 
ness is no assurance it will pre- 
vail. He said Americans do not 
work hard enough. 
“There is a very real possi- 
bility of the failure of our so- 
ciety,’"” McMurrin, former pro- 


fessor of philosophy at the Uni-| 
versity of Utah said. ‘‘Those who | 


fail to recognize this as a real 


possibility are closing their eyes | 


to the potential realities of the 
world. in which we live.” 

If the United States is to com- 
pete effectively, he said, schools 
and teachers must be improved 
and the nation must stop wasting 

| human resources. Americans, he 
said, must become more critical 
of themselves. 

McMurrin said the totalitarian 
governments had gained in total 
strength by denying freedom to 
the individual. This, he said, } 
“fone of the awful realities of the 
world in which we live.’’ 

The theory Americans take for 
granted—that what is good for 
the individual is good for the na- 
tion— is now under harsh chal- 
lenge, he said, and American 
education’s task is to demon- 
Strate that a genuinely demo- 
cratic society can prevail. 

“T think it is obvious to all we 
are going to have to spend a 
larger percentage of our finan- 
cial and human resources on ed- 
ucation,”” he said. 

While McMurrin spoke of the 
communist threat abroad and 
the perils of domestic fascism, 
announcement was made at an- 
other session that the N.E.A. and 
the American Legion had co- 
operated on a study guide for 
the teaching of communism and 

democracy in American high 
schools. 

Reporters were permitted to 
examine a 63-page preliminary 

draft of the document, prepared 
by a joint committee of the 
N.E.A. and the Legion. The co 
| chairman is Paul A. Grigsby, di- 
rector of student teaching at 
Central College, Fayette, Mo. 
The study guide, material for 
which was gathered by commit- 
tee members and written by the 
N.E.A. staff, will be ready for 
distribution some time next 
'year, it was said.

Find French Rude 


NEW YORK, June 28. 

SINCE EVERYBODY who isn’t American seems to be 
feeling free to assess this country and its people—and usually 
not in complimentary terms—it seems only fair to let several 
articulate men *~.) women who have just ended a 13-week tour 
of Europe and the Middle 
East speak up, too. These 
returned travelers are all 
Americans and they have 
some pronounced ideas. 
Since they were traveling 
under State Department 
auspices, it isn’t possible 
or tactful to use their 
names, alas, but that’s how 
things are. 

For the consulates and 
embassies of the United 
States they had only the 
warmest and most friend- 
ly comment to make. 
Every man and woman 
they encountered in the 
American diplomatic serv- 
ice was helpful, was in- 
telligent, was imaginative 
and at all times available. 
The touring actors never 
felt they were imposing by 
asking questions. These were invariably answered in detail.

For the actors they found in various countries, 
one of them Yugoslavia, they had the highest admira- 
tion, finding them friendly, eager and constantly willing 
to help each member of the touring company to enjoy 
the visit. For the audiences, they had love. These 
were audiences that responded, stood up and cheered 
at the conclusion of each performance and applauded 
endlessly with a resulting multiplicity of curtain calls. 


But for the people in certain countries—there was some 
reservation. They found, for example, store help in Paris 
Was rude and brusque. France is using new levels of money 
right now, yet often old-level bills are still in use. The basic 
rule is with an old bill to knock off two zeroes to arrive at 
the current evaluation. Thus a 100-franc bill, old-style, is 
really worth one franc. A 10,000 franc bill is really worth 
100 francs. 

This is easy and not tedious when round numbers are 
involved, but when change and the making of change is in- 
volved it beconies a major mathematical problem. One mem- 
ber of the company, trying to buy cigarettes in a small to- 
bacco store, found the woman behind the counter both rude 
and mocking as the American actress struggled with the 
change problem. Finally, exasperated, the actress said: 
“Would you. know how to count correct change in American 
money if you were in New York?” 

“Of course not,”’ snapped the saleswoman. 

‘Then how do you expect me to do so in French money, 
particularly under modern evaluations?” 

A Frenchman came in just then and, apparently, scolded 
the saleswoman for her rudeness, for she suddenly became 
very friendly, over friendly. 


This kind of rudeness was encountered more often 
in Paris than anywhere else in the 27 cities visited. 
Most of the French people in stores seemed impatient 
with the American players. The most friendly places 
were Beirut in Lebanon, Ankara in Turkey, Florence 
and Turin in Italy, West Berlin in Germany, Athens 
in Greece, Belgians ranked second in the rudeness 
stakes. The French and the Belgians were, also, the 
most insistent on closing sales. 


“It is perhaps a dreadful thing,” said one of the group, 
“but I found the Germans of West Berlin, Dusseldorf and 
Hamburg infinitely more pleasant and courteous than the 
French or Belgians. What is dreadful is that I found myself 
Hiking our one-time enemies and disliking our so-called allies. 
It is a frightening admission to make.” 

Was there a defined anti-Americanism attitude right 
across the tour? 

“No, only in the two countries I mentioned,” she said. 
“All the rest from the highest to the most humble gave only 
signs of friendship.” :

Civic Problems Keep Her 


Mrs. Albert Lasker Gets Things 
Done by Taking Initiative— 
Heads Foundation

NEW YORK, June 28. 


A WHITE TELEPHONE with several lines flashing could be 
the working symbol of Mrs. Albert D. Lasker, one of America’s most 


civic-minded women. 

She uses the telephone unspar- 
ingly in her nonstop battles for 
medical research, city beautifi- 
cation and other causes. 

Unwilling to let personal neces- 
sities get in the way, she even 
has a direct tieline bringing her 
calls from Washington and else- 
where to her favorite beauty 
parlor. 

She takes her secretary along 
to the hairdresser, too, and 
calmly dictates letters from un- 
der the dryer. 

The results of all this are im- 
pressive—both in good works 
achieved, and in the personal 
charm of Mrs. Lasker. 

In tribute to both, Vice Presi- 
dent Lyndon Johnson recently 
remarked to a public gathering: 
“There is no one so welcome in 
the halls of Congress as Mrs. 
Albert D. Lasker.” 

With her late husband, a Chi- 
cago advertising genius cele- 
brated in John Gunther’s best- 
seller biography, Mrs. Lasker 
urged the Federal government 
to spend big money on cancer, 
heart and other health studies. 

Washington’s health research 
budget has risen from around 
$2,000,000 to. about $560,000,000 
since she and her friends, in- 
cluding doctors, began working 
on it after World War II. 

In the same period, she is fond 
of pointing out, people saved 
from death by new drugs and 
other treatments have been able 
to add more than $700,000,000 a 
year to United States tax 
revenues. 


“I’m against all the things 
that kill and cripple,” Mrs. 
Lasker explained. 

She discussed her activities 
over tea on the glass-walled 

rch of her Beekman place 
town house. 

By her side, the white tele- 
phone flashed, but was answered 
elsewhere. East river shipping 
went by outside. In the house, 
dozens of fabulous paintings 
dominated the white walls. 

Mary Woodard Lasker says 
she leads a ‘“‘three-cornered ex- 
istence’” between New York, 
Washington and her country 
place in Dutchess county, N.Y. 

In Washington, she pays per- 
sonal visits to the Senators and 
members of Congress who decide 
the fate of medical research bills 
and other subjects she favors. 


(She is also a member of Mrs. 
Kennedy’s fine arts committee 
for the White House.) 

In New York she directs the 
Albert and Mary Lasker Founda- 
tion which is noted for annual 
awards for medical research, 
public health and for journalism 
reporting on these fields. 

Not to be confused with a lob- 
byist paid to try to influence 
government, she describes her- 
self as ‘“‘a citizen petitioner’’ ex- 
ercising her constitutional right 
to petition. 

She credits her welcome in 
Washington as resulting ‘‘only 
because I’m not there for any- 
thing for myself.” 

On her farm upstate, she in- 
dulges her passion for flowers

Noises in pipes due to ex- 
pansion and contraction occur in 


mon in copper tubing than other 
types of pipe because copper will 
conduct heat rather rapidly. 

When hot water starts to flow 
through a line that has become 
cool, expansion will ne 
rather quickly and there y 
be some noise. When the pipe 
starts to cool off again, con- 
traction takes place and there 
em be a little more crackling 
and popping. 

This condition can often be 
eliminated by installation of 
some sort of expansion joint to 
take up the expansion and con- 
traction of the line. Sometimes 
this is simply a loop in the 
pipes or an off-set. In other 
cases the noise can be elimi- 
nated by covering the pipes with 
some sort of fibrous insulation 
such as hairfelt. 

Pipe noises are also caused 
by improperly supported lines. 

If you want to do a first class 
job, insulate the pipe from the 
metal bracket with a piece of 
felt or rubber. This will prevent 
any noise in the pipe being 
conducted by the pipe bracket 
to the house structure.

To my. knowledge, 


there is no exciting 
new treatment for 
multiple sclerosis, nor 
has there been indenti- 
fication of the cause. 
If, by chance, one 
transpires between the 
time I write this and 
the time it appears in 
print, nothing could 
make me happier. 

But although cause 
and cure of M.S, re- 
main unknown, a con- 
siderable body of in- 
formation has accumulated on the management of the 
disease, the art of keeping the patient comfortable 
and active.

We do know that the disease is accompanied by changes 
in the nerve fibers, resulting in faulty operation of the muscles 
in the affected areas.

Psychotherapy, either to relieve the patient’s anxiety, or 
to ease family discord, or alleviate other kinds of tension 
may be urgently required. This emotional aspect of M-S., 


unfortunately, is too often neglected. | 


As for medical treatments, drugs to dilate blood 
vessels, to relax spasm, anticoagulants, and antihis- 
tamines to combat whatever allergic disturbance may 
be present, are used but cannot be guaranteed to 
help—because we don’t know the cause. 

Physical therapy (massage, proper exercise, etc.) 
designed to re-educate weakened muscles, reduce 
spasm, and preserve as much useful movement of 
the muscles as possible, is an accepted help.
